dtior Menlo Park \Recorder: in 
replay to your question as to why | 
am in favor of incorporation, and my 
gualifications for the office of trus- 
tee, | wish to say that I believe in 
self government of any community of 
people even smaller in area and less 
im number of inhabitants than Menlo 
Park. It takes local people to meet 
local conditions. 

Incorporation, with its zoning laws, 
means the systematic building up of a 
town business where business 
should be and residences in zoned 


residential sections. The building 
ordinances protect against improper 
and dangerous biuldings from the 
standpoint of construction, wiring 
and sanitary conditions. 

“They” tell us taxes will go up. 


All communities of the size of Menlo 
Park, and many of less size, are in- 
corporated, and we hear no complaint 


about taxes. I am a tax payer and I 
will not needlessly burden myselt 
with increased taxes. But do “they” 


tell us what will GO DOWN? 

We contractors find we can finance 
our own buildings, and the buildings 
of those for whom we build, at a 
lower rate of interest in incorporated 
towns, 

Lighting companies are permitted 
to charge more in unincorporated 
sections than in incorporated towns. 
For instance, gas would cost 25 cenis 
per 1000 less, a saving of a least $3 
to the lowest consumer. 

Many insttrance rates would go 
down because building regulation and 
inspection would prevent dangerously 
places going up next to you. 
Insurance companies must figure on 
this possibility in estimating their 
premiums, where there is no zoning 
or building inspection. 

There are sources of income to in- 
corporated towns outside of taxes, 
and these have even lowered the tax 
rate, in addition to financing the run 
ning expenses of the community. 
Why not in Menlo Park? 

I have been connected with munici- 
pal activities wherever I have lived, 
and am sufficiently interested in 
Menlo Park financially and as my fu- 
ture place of residence to do that 
which I believe to be for the best 
interests of the community in gener- 
al.
